SUBJECT:    Executive Summary for 2014 Speed Counts 

 
The City of Traverse City Engineering Department conducted 28 on site speed counts 
during the summer of 2014.  Data was recorded at each location between 1 and 14 
days. 
 
The Jamar radar recorders and tube counters gathered data for each lane of traffic; one 
lane north (or east) bound and one lane south (or west) bound.  The speeds of each 
vehicle were recorded in the device and then compiled into TraxPro where the lanes 
were combined into one report, regardless of direction.  The report divided the speeds 
into groups starting with 1-15 mph and each successive group at 5 mph increments.  
Each group shows how many vehicles were within that specific range of speed and at 
what times.
